jLivinie Contact of Another 
Mind i« Necessary 

J.V hi.s opening address at th« 
meeting of the rhilosophlcal 
Socieiy last night at Strathcona 
Hall, I'rofcssor Maclennan discus- 
sed the lde.-i of knowledgo as con- 
ceived by riato. "I'ho fir.st stop in 
tho attainment of knon-lodge, av- 
cording to Plato, is the experience 
acquired by the senses. Then comes 
tlia desiro to understand, Kinally 
comes tho desire for law, concept 
and order, 

"Knowledge", said Professor 
Maclennan, nuotins Plato, "is not 
argument or demon-'struiion. It 1» 
akin to seeing with the mind's eye. " 
And the object of tho vision la 
reality. P;aio"8 idea is that each 
man must look. Into his own lite {or 
the realisation ot knowledge. We, 
in our Age, still do llp-scrvlce to 
Ihis theory, although phlloaophy 
and . science have become separat- 
ed In our minds. 

"The questions we ask are whe- 
ther knowledge comes within our 
reach, and how, and when. The 
answer is that knowledge comes lo 
us as an Itlumlnailon of the mind, 
sometimes suddenly, sometimes 
gradually, but always clearly at the 
end. To Plato, not only the writ- 
ten word was essential to traus- 
mii knowledge, but also tho living 
contact of another miud. I::acb ex- 
perience is like a revelation. In 
conclusion." said Professor Mac- 
leunan, "knowledge Is vision," 

The subject was then thrown 
open for dlscus-slon, which con- 
sidered mainly tho objective and 
subjective nature of knowledge. In 
answer to various qucitionb asked 
by those attending, l'iofcïsor Mac- 
lennan stated that tho appreciation 
nf superficial convention Is not 
knowledge; also that tho mind, not 
only the senses, make up know- 
Icdge.

Two well-outfitted ambuiance- 
trucks travel night and day. help- 
ing thij people who are fighting 
for the democratic government, 
bringing them both medical .-ttip- 
plies anJ food. Blood, for trans- 
fusion has been carried by these 
trucks over distances of more than 
two thousand mile.;. 

The plan for the McGill campaign 
is ' to collect small weekly suras 
from a large number of students on 
the campus, which wilt go towards 
helping to raise tho weekly quota. 
.\ committeo to undertake this task 
has already been formed, and has 
prepared a plan for collection 
w-hich will be more fully discussed 
at the Thursday night's meeting.

4 T the weekly colloiuium ef the 
McGill Student Chapter of the 
A.I.Ch.E. the pasteurization of milk 
was described by Mr. James Dun- 
lap, who was connected with Ed- 
monton City Dairies during the 
summer months. His paper des- 
cribed tho treatment ot the milk 
from the time al which it is .ic- 
copied at the dairy to the capping 
of tho bottles. 

The milk is poured fron\ larse 
i'aii.<. in wliifh it L-, ccllec'ed, into a 
.storage tank. It is then pumped 
to tho lop of the building and flows 
through tho rest of tho system by 
sravity. After passing clarlfers, in 
which scilimcnt and /orcign mailer 
aro filtered out, it enters tho pas- 
loiirizcrs. These aro horizontal cy- 
linders ot -150 gallons cup.icily In 
which tho milk Is heated rapidly to 
MUF, The whole body ot iiiateri.il 
must bo heated uniformly aiul local 
overheating niu.sl be avoided. The 
temperature lo which It is heated 
affects the flavour ot the milk and 
also tho state of division ot the 
f.it particles. This process kills all 
harmful bacteria and Slir^ of all 
bacteria present. Tho milk Is then 
cooled rapidly to l-I degrcse, this 
prevents Ihe growth tho rcmain- 
Ing bacteria. The milk is kept at 
a low temperature to eii.surc (hi.s 
puri'.>. Duo lo llii.i pa :iteuriï;illon 
the milk may be kepi from to 
•IS hours longor without spoiling.

Women's colleges were formed as a 
protest against tho exist Iniç colleges, 
which, until recently, admlllcd, only 
men. This gave them tho altitude and 
slogan that, "Women arc as good as 
mon." Yet in women's colleges we. find 
that Iho students are liemmrd in by 
Iron bound rules of convention. Ihey 
are coddled and scolded, they arc fined, 
and they are tugged after wherever 
they go. Tho finished product Is a 
woman who Is ivholly dependent upon 
Iho advice of her friends, or ono who 
Is so embittered against any form of 
authority as to be entirely unj;overn- 
able. Both typos aro excellent prey 
for tho social vultures which await 
their gr.vluatlon. 

It must be seen then, that If women 
aro to be educated, and no one cm 
deny them that right, thcro must bo 
a compromise' between the rigid mas- 
culine Ideals of most of our colleger 
and the conventional system of educa- 
tion practised on tho women of to-day. 
Tho remaining and obvioua course 
seems to bo I lie co-educational System, 
advocates of which maintain that on 
the campus there Is comiMete social 
and Intellectual competition; that mem- 
bers are able to observe character traits 
and intcUecliial capacities; and thai ^ny 
contacts made between the sexes would 
be based on 

appreciations and qualifications. Educa. 
lion has been defined as a preparation 
for living, and it Is Interesting to not* 
that one out of six marriages in the 
U,S..\. ends In divorce, while only one 
out of seventy-five ended thus when 
a co-educa- 
tional Institution. 

It would seem from the foregolne 
that no matter how women are ed- 
ucated iliey aie hound to cause a lot 
ot trouble, but that the least evil of the 
methods outlined would bo the co- 
educational system. Under this regime,
